(UT). The UT had been the sole legal party in Togo 
for a year prior to the coup, and was dominated by 
the more advanced southern tribal elements. The

/rhe military leaders are acting independently 
of tne shaky Grunitsky provisional government. 
Their moves may precipitate the withdrawal of the 
UT’s representative in Grunitsky’s coalition and 
convince UT leaders that their only hope lies in 
organizing a counter-coup.

The RAF now has over- 
flight and landing privileges in Somalia, and the 
BBC maintains an important broadcast relay station 
there. The Somalis may also make new concessions 
to the USSR, which gave Somalia $44 million in credits 
in 1961 and is no w seeking landing rights for Aeroflot’s 
rvice. 



Brazil: ,i^he government will regard any OAS 
request that Brazil take measures against subversive 
activities within its borders as interference in do- 
mestic affairs, according to Brazilian press reports 
of a Foreign Ministry briefing on 14 February. 

These reports, which the US ambassador in Rio 
believes reflect the views of the government, harshly 
criticized the OAS committee which is investigatmg 
the extent of Cuban subversion in Latin America.) 
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
